'i'he  hrst  debate  of  season  1919  took  ])lace  on  vSaturday, 
October    18th. 

Subject:  "That  in  the  opinion  of  this  House,  Prohibition 
is  ])enehcial  to  this  countrv  and  should  be  universall}' 
observed." 

The  Hon.  Proposer,  R.  Bonar,  spoke  at  length  and  had 
many  sound  reasons.  He  must  learn  to  speak  more  slowl}- 
and  more  emphatically.  Some  of  his  reasons  were:  That 
without  alcohol  a  person  Avas  alwa}'s  in  l^etter  health  ;  that 
persons  who  over-indulged  weakened  their  mental  powers : 
that  too  frequently  the  labourer  left  most  of  his  pay  in  the 
saloon,  causing  his  wife  and  children  to  suffer.  He  asserted 
that  many  persons  suffered  from  nervous  and  liver  troubles 
through  indulging  in  liquor;  that  the  majority  of  the  men  in 
the  poorhouse  were  there  through  spending  their  money  on 
lifpior  instead  of   saving,  and   he  claimed   tliat   one  (|uarter  of 
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the  insanity  of  the  world   was  due  to  over-indulgence  in  alco- 
h(jhc  l^everages. 

The  Hon.  Opposer,  R.  B.  Mathews,  was  a  little  nervous  in 
his  hrst  appearance.  l)ut  was  more  confident  when  he  rose  to 
reply  later.  He  claimed  that  such  a  law  as  Prohibition  was 
tampering  with  the  liberty  of  the  subject;  that  persons  who 
had  been  accustomed  to  their  l)everage  would  indulge  in  drugs, 
which  were  ver\-  injurious.  He  thought  that  it  was  "infra 
dig"  to  hear  of  full-grown  men  sneaking  behind  locked  ddors 
in  order  to  take  refreshment.  He  thought  that  smuggling  and 
private  stills  wcnild  become  ranijjant ;  that  the  workman 
suffered  more  than  the  wealthy,  as  the  rich  man  was  able  to 
stock  his  cellars. 

The  Hon.  Seconder,  P.  Dawson,  spoke  with  confidence  but 
a  little  too  quickly.  lie  claimed  that  in  war  soldiers  who 
drank  had  caused  reverses  ;  that  if  liberty  were  allowed  in  this 
case,  over-indulgence  would  surel\-  follow,  and  that  the  Law- 
must  enforce  this  Act. 

Ellis  i  said  it  was  a  shame  that  the  majorit\-  should 
tyrannize  the  minority  and  why  should  the  people's  liberty 
be  restricted  because  there  were  some  "black  sheep."  He 
claimed  that  whiskey  was  a  medicine  ;  that  the  Commissioners 
often  abused  their  ])rivileges.  He  would  like  to  have  seen 
"Closing  of  the   liars"  instead  of  total  i)rohibition, 

Moodie  claimed  the  niajorit_\-  rei)resented  the  wishes  of  the 
people,  and  the  Government  was  only  doing  the  wish  of  the 
people  wdien  it  made  Prohibition  the  law  of  the  land  :  ;ind 
that  many  accidents  could  be  traced  to  alcohol. 

Parker  claimed  that  man\-  honourable  men  would  be  com- 
pelled to  act  dishonourably;  and  that  the  ( io\t-rnnn'nt  should 
be  more  strict  on  drunkards. 

Pritchard  sjxike  well  and  made  a  great  imi)res>ion.  He 
claimed  that  many  peisons  were  wrecks  through  licpior.  and 
asked  who  had  cxer  known  ol  a  man's  becoming  a  wreck 
through  abstaining.  He  thought  that  it  was  not  sound  to 
argue  that  many  would  be  thi'own  out  of  work  if  tlu'  brewt'ries 
were  closed;  there  is  lots  of  work  in  this  countrw  As  for 
honourable  men  breaking  the  law.  he  claimed  that  honourable 
men  would  keep  the  law.  He  felt  that  if  tlu'  law  were  per- 
se\ered  with  men  would  miou  cease  t(»  cra\ c  for  drink,  and 
snuiggling.  etc..  would  tlu-n  not  be  necessar\  .  He  knew  that 
frecpu-ntly  doctors  had  been  bribed,  but  these  were  things  that 
would  I'ease  as  soon  as  the  people  were'  educated  not  to  want 

.llcohol. 

The  Hon.  Opposer  then  io>e  to  reply.  lie  would  like  to 
;idd   that   as  the  doctors  had   advised   the   use  of  licpior  during 

21 


the  Influenza  Epidemic,  it  cannot  be  argued  that  it  is  harmful 
and  poisonous ;  and  as  for  the  soldiers  causing  reverses  by 
taking  alcoholic  beverages,  it  was  a  well  known  fact  that  rum 
was  served  out  in  the  trenches,  and  was  much  appreciated  by 
the  men  in  the  cold,  wet  trenches. 

The  Hon.  Proposer  then  rose  and  sought  to  show  the 
weaknesses  of  the  gentleman  opposite.  He  claimed  that  all 
laws  made  by  the  majority  of  our  Representatives  have  to  be 
obeyed,  and  no  exception  should  be  taken  to  this  law ;  that 
the  Government  should  see  that  honest  Commissioners  be 
appointed  ;  that  the  use  of  drugs  could  and  would  be  regulated. 

The  House  then  divided  and  the  motion  was  carried  16-13. 


The  Second  Debate 

Saturday.  November  1st,  1919. 

Subject:  "That  this  House  is  entirely  opposed  to  'Oriental 
Lal)(nir'  and  thinks  that  all  (  )rientals  should  be  expelled  forth- 
with." 

R.  B.  Mathews,  who  proposed  the  motion,  spt)ke  on  the 
menace  to  Canadian  trade ;  how  the  Oriental  could  live  so 
cheaply,  and  send  all  he  saved  back  to  China;  their  mode  of 
living;  how  they  crowded  together  in  filth.  Was  Chinatown 
an  asset  to  any  city  ?  The  vice  and  corruption  that  was 
carried  on  there  had  ruined  many  a  man's  life.  He  then  men- 
tioned that  the  returned  men  were  unable  to  get  positions  on 
the  land  because  of  them.  lie  spoke  well,  but  not  with  great 
force. 

P.  E.  Dawson,  the  Hon.  Opposer.  then  rose  and  denied 
the  statement  made  by  the  Hon.  Proposer  regarding  the 
returned  men.  He  said  if  the  returned  man  wished  to  go  on 
the  land  he  could,  and  that  the  farmers  would  take  them  on 
instead  of  Chinamen.  The  high  cost  of  living  is  much  cheaper 
through  Chinese  labour.  He  then  said  how  San  Francisco  had 
grown  through  the  Chinese  labour.  The  Englishman  entering 
China  does  not  have  to  pay  any  tax,  while  the  Chinaman  has 
to  pay  $500.  What  would  the  hotels  do  for  employment  with- 
out the  Orientals?  He  concluded  by  saying,  what  would  the 
people  in  Canada  have  done  during  the  war  without  the 
Orientals? 

F.  S.  Shore,  the  Hon.  vSeconder,  then  spoke.  He  spoke 
very  briefly  concerning  the  returned  soldiers'  question  brought 
up  by  the  Hon.  Proposer.  It  was  a  shame  these  men,  after 
giving  their  lives  for  their  countr}-,  should  come  l)ack  and  find 
their  positions  filled  by  Orientals. 

Ellis  i  spoke  with  great  vigour,  saying  that  the  people 
were  benefitting  by  this  means  of  cheap  la]:)Our.      Who  would 


do  tlieir  \V(irk  if  the}'  were  not  here?  Is  Chinatown  any  worse 
than  the  slums  of  some  large  cities?  He  said  that  the  English- 
men were  adventurers  in  China,  the  same  as  Chinamen  that 
come  here.  He  concluded,  saying  that  the  whites  earn  more 
mone\'  in  China  and  take  it  all^  awa\  . 

McFarla^-d  laughed  at  the  idea  of  not  lieing  able  to  do 
without  the  Chinamen.  He  said  there  were  plenty  of  "Coons" 
in  the  States  who  would  come  over.  He  also  said  that  girls 
would  come  out  from  England. 

FuUerton  spoke  very  briefly,  saying  that  Hindus  were 
useful  for  oyster  beds,  and  that  if  Chinamen  wished  to  clean 
sewers  they  could. 

Parker  wanted  certain  classes  expelled,  namely,  the 
"market  gardeners.'"  but  the  cooks  and  servants  allowed  to 
remain.  He  said  also  that  they  brought  over  the  wrong  class 
of  Chinamen.  I^he  majority  came  over  during  the  last  four 
vears  while  the  men  were  away  at  the  front.  Also,  they  rob 
the  country  of  large  sums  of  money,  by  sending  all  they  have 
back  to  China.  He  admitted  the  labour  was  clieap.  Init  at  the 
same  time  it  was  robbing  the  white  man. 

Stuart  spoke  briefly,  saying  what  would  the  people  have 
done  while  the  men  were  at  the  front  without  the  Chinamen. 
Also,  the  Chinamen  that  were  sent  to  France  were  valuable, 
working  on  the  roads,  etc. 

Moodie  said  if  the  Chinamen  were  expelled  the  whites 
would  have  to  take  their  places,  and  the  country  would  be 
consequentl}'  more  supporting  in  time  of  war.  There  are  very 
few  in  the   Mother  Countr}'.  why  tolerate  tliem  here. 

Warren  i  said  the  Oriental  only  came  out  as  unskilled 
labour  and  provided  no  competition  for  the  white  man.  If 
the  British  subjects  were  turned  out  of  the  Orient,  we  would 
declare  war  on  them.  Why  should  we  turn  the  Orientals  out 
of  this  countr\?      We  only  want  to  because  we  are  stronger. 

The  Hon.  Opposer  then  replied,  saying  that  there  was  lots 
of  land  for  the  returned  man  if  he  desired  it — all  the  returned 
men  want  is  monew  He  then  compared  the  white  man  in 
China  and  the  Chinamen  here,  saying  the  former  sends  easih- 
two  or  three  thousand  home  every  year,  while  the  Chinaman 
may  send  at  the  most  eight  or  nine  hundred  dollars. 

The  Hon.  Proposer  then  rose  and  said  because  the  China- 
man can  live  so  much  cheaper  than  the  white  man.  they  can 
sell  cheaper  and  they  are  patronized  instead.  He  also  said 
that  the  Chinamen  here  have  an  easier  time  than  the  white  man 
in  China.  He  concluded  by  saying  that  the  idea  was  not  beat 
the  Chinaman,  but  to  give  the  returned  man  a  chance. 

The  House  then  divided:    For  the  motion.  7;    against.  23. 
The  mi)tion  was  therefctre  lost.
